Trustee Osmon, newcomer 
to seek village presidency

Buffalo Grove Trustee Edward Osmon 


and James Stumbnugh, a political new- 
comer, announced Thursday they will 
run for village president In the April 15 
election. 


Staumbaugh, 21, of 303 Raupp Blvd, 


said ho has 90 of the required 104 signa- 
tures on the nominating petition he must 
fllo with the village clerk. 


Only an hour after Stumbaugh's an- 


nouncement, Osmon said he also will 
seek tho village president's scat in April. 
Osmon, a self-employed heating con- 
tractor, sold, "Tho biggest thing is tho 
integrity of tho board in tho eyes of tho 
people. We've got to got tho word 
across." 


Osmon said ho has not formulated a 


platform, adding that he doesn't want It 
to sound like "a bunch of political hog- 
wash." Ho also Is trying to decide if ho 
will run as an independent or as part of 
a party slate. 


STUMBAUGH. a laborer with Reliance 


Concrete Inc., was the second person to 
announce plans for running in tho next 
election. Village Clerk Vcrna Clayton 
announced that she would seek another 
four-year term in November. 


Tho April election, aside from the vil- 


lage presidency and clerk's post, also 
will bo for three trust eo spots. 


Other Buffalo Grovo Incumbents in- 


cludo-Vlllogo Pros. Gary Armstrong and 


Edward 
Osmon 


trustees James Shirley and Randall 
Rathjcn. They continue to remain silent, 
however, on their plans for the 1975 elec- 
tion. 


In announcing ho will run, Stumbaugh 


said "It's basically a challenge. I just 
want to sec If a young guy con do it." 


Ho said If elected ho would •work to- 


ward a full-time municipal fire depart- 
ment for Buffalo Grovo. He said the fire 
department should have more full-time 
men and the current volunteer fire- 
fighting force is "not really-enough to 
handle" the Increasing number of calls. 


Ho also said ho would reopen an in- 


vestigation Into misconduct In the Buf- 
falo Grovo Police Dept. HO said he would 
"look Into a llttlo further" allegations 
earlier this year that a Sergeant on the 


force was involved in a theft scheme at a 
Buffalo Grove store in 1971. Police lie 
detector tests showed the sergeant to be 
Innocent. 


STUMBAUGH said he is not familiar 


with other issues in the village but said, 
"I'm just trying to get my name on tho 
ballot, then I'll go full steam trying to 
get familiar with the issues."

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. 111. 
Rtc. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes wero being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigaret and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degrce temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory and Chemtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
based national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Keeler, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean, a bottled-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


Installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located in Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dept., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction. 


Late Thursday, Rolling Meadows 


Building Dept. officials issued a citation 
to Madison Square Garden Inc. for fail- 
ure to obtain a permit for the gas tank. 
The notice will prohibit repairs of'the 
leaky valve until permits are obtained, 
city officials said.

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Open bids later in month 
Village getting siren 
system despite fund 


A Civil Defense warning siren system 


will be installed in Buffalo Grove on 
schedule despite the probability of a de- 
lay in federal funding. 


Civil Defense Director Paul Soucy said 


Thursday bids for manufacture and in- 
stallation of the equipment will be 
opened later this month. The system will 
be constructed within three* months after 
a contract is awarded, he said. 


The village expects to spend about 


$28,000 on the project, half of which even- 
tually will be reimbursed by the federal 
government. 


BUFFALO GROVE is on a waiting list 


that includes three or four surrounding 
communities and reimbursement may 
not come until 1976, Soucy said. 


"The funds look bad for this fiscal 


year," he said, "but it's r.ot something 
you lose completely." Municipalities are 
eligible for financial help on outdoor 
warning systems as long as the systems 
are Installed according to federal specifi- 
cations, he said. 


The system to be installed will include 


three sirens that .will alert residents 
when a tornado has been sighted in the 
Buffalo Grove area. 


Soucy said the only other use the si- 


rens would have would be as a backup 
system to summon Buffalo Grove volun- 
teer firefighters to a call hi the event the 


department's regular communications 
equipment breaks down. 
'. 


THE SIRENS will be audible through- 


out the village, Soucy said, adding that 
only some small sections near the Buf- 
falo Grove golf course and the Arlington 
Country Club would not absorb the full 
pitch. 


Plans call for one siren to be at the 


park district's Raupp Memorial site on 
Dunham Lane while another will be at 
the southern tip of the White Pine Ditch 
just west of White Pine Road. A third 
siren will be on Harvard Lane near Lake 
Boulevard in the Cambridge subdivision. 


The village's old siren atop the park 


district building that once housed the fire 
department will remain in service as a 
fourth warning siren, Soucy said. 


The system will be tested once a 


month, probably in accordance with Chi- 
cago-area testing schedules when sirens 
are blown at 10:30 a.m. the first Tuesday 
of each month. 


When a tornado is sighted, the system 


will be activated in the police depart- 
ment upon receipt of a teletype message 
from the state police. 


Civil Defense officials have said police 


department controls over activation 
would minimize the possibility the sirens 
would "become a noise nuisance if they 
were blown whenever severe weather is 
reported.

Haldeman, Ehrlichman, John Mitchell

One Washington notable who did speak 


out was retiring Sen. Sam Ervin Jr.,

coverup case. 


Ervln called the verdicts a "vindica- 


tion of the American system of justice .. 
. regardless of the power or the station of 
the man Involved." 


He said the evidence he heard showed 


clearly that the guilty were involved in a 
conspiracy to hide the truth about Water- 
gate. He said he expected the appeal pro- 
cess to tqke about a year, and minimized 
the appeal argument based on Nixon's 
failure to testify, saying Judge Sirica did 
all he could to get Nixon's testimony. 


In Nashville, the government's chief 


prosecutor in the case — James F. Neal 
— said he had no doubt of Nixon's in- 
volvement in the coverup, but felt Presi- 
dent Ford was right to pardon him. He 
sold the timing of the pardon "shocked 


and concerned" him, but he thought the 
action was correct. 


John A. Hoffar, foreman of the Water- 


gate conspiracy jury, said Thursday the 
panel disagreed at the outset on nearly 
every count involving every defendant.

'Panic selling9 of gold reported 
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GOLD PRICES took a sharp down- 
ward turn on the London Bullion Mar- 


ket Thursday, closing at $174.50 an 
ounce, down $11.50 from Tuesday.

Gold prices dropped $10 or more on 


ounce Thursday on major U. S. and Eu- 
ropean bullion markets in response to an 
Indifferent demand for the precious met- 
al since the 41-year ban on private U. S. 
ownership was lifted. 


"There's a lot of panic selling," said 


John Flynn, a New York bullion and coin 
dealer. "A lot of people who bought gold 
at lower prices are saying, 'let me get 
out while there is still time.' " 


There was little demand for gold from 


average citizens when the market opened 
Tuesday and there was even less Thurs- 
day, dealers said. 


After being set at $185 in the morning, 


gold dropped $11.50 a troy ounce to 
$174.50 in London, $25 an ounce lower 
than a rccored high of $199 last week. It 
dropped to $188 in Paris and $186.02 in 
Frankfurt. On the Chicago Commodity 
Exchange, it was off $8.80 to $174. ; 


Meanwhile, the stock market — contin- 


uing its New Year's Eve rally — climbed 
sharply and broadly higher Thursday but 
in only moderately active trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, a 


12.99-point gainer Tuesday, rose another 
15.80 at 632.04. In the past theee sessions, 
the closely watched average has gamed 
29.83 points. Blue chips and glamors 
paced the rally. 


"Nobody's buying gold, so it looks as if 


they haven't lost faith in the market or 
the economy," said one analyst.

200 commuters injured in 
crash of Penn Central trains 


NEW YORK (UPI) — More than 200 


passengers were injured Thursday when 
a morning commuter train on the Penn 
Central railroad allegedly went through 
a stop signal in the Bronx and rammed 
into the back of another commuter train 
which had slowed down. 


Area hospitals reported treating at 


least 201 persons for a variety of injuries 
ranging from bloody noses and block 
eyes to severe lacerations and slipped 
discs suffered when they were sent 
sprawling in the aisles by the force of the 
impact. 


However, only five persons were ad- 


mitted to the hospitals. A number of oth- 
er persons were treated at the scene of 
the collision and released. 


A spokesman for the Penn Central said 


the second train bound from outlying 
Westchester County to Grand Central 
Station in mid-Manhattan "passed a sig- 
nal, which apparently was in 'stop' posi- 
tion, coming into contact with the rear 
end" of the first train. 


The spokesman said there was "a 


slight possibility" that the motorman had 
obeyed orders from the local tower to 


run a signal, which he said occurs occa- 
sionally on the line. 


Shortly before the railroad issued its 


statement, David L. Yunich, head of the 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority, 
through a spokesman said the accident 
"is apparently a case of human failure." 


The spokesman added on Yunlch's be- 


half: "Apparently the motorman didn't 
respond properly to a signal that would 
have required him to slow down." 


The two trains were carrying about 


1,600 passengers at the time of the acci- 
dent at 8:12 a.m. 


Power was cut off shortly after the ac- 


cident, blocking service in both direc- 
tions on the Harlem and New Haven divi- 
sions of the Penn Central railroad, and 
was not restored until 10:21 a.m. 


The Harlem line serves 27,000 passen- 


gers dally and the New Haven 30,000, a 
railroad spokesman said.

The $14,100 cutoff took effect only 


Wednesday when the wage base was 
raised from $13,200. Social Security taxes 
which totalled $772.20 in 1974 will be in- 
creased to $824.25 this year. 


Under the panel's proposal, taxes 


would go up again from $824.25 to $1,404 
a year, a move that would leave only 
about 7 per cent of American wage-ear- 
ners with some untaxed income. 


The proposals grew out of the panel's 


public deliberations Dec. 20-21, said a 
spokesman for the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. The report is being written 
and should be sent to Congress within a 
month. 


One recommendation would relate fu- 


ture benefits more closely to the benefi- 
ciary's most recent wages. The current 
benefit formula depends not only on 
changes in wages but also on cost-of-liv- 
ing increases. 


The first benefit increases under a 


cost-of-living boost enacted by Congress 
in 1972 will take effect in July for the 30 
million recipients of old age, retirement, 
survivors and disability benefits. Al- 
though the size of the increase has not 
been determined, it probably will bo 
around 9 per cent, the spokesman said. 


Wall Street 
observers said many 


people were reinvesting in the market 
now that year-end tax selling pressures 
were off. According to some analysts, in- 
vestors appeared to be anticipating Pres- 
ident Ford will present a favorable pro- 
gram later this month to combat the na- 
tion's economic ills. 


On the economic front, requests for 


unemployment compensation rose by 
677,800 in the week before Christmas, 
and even more layoffs were signaled by 
slumps in factory orders and in building 
expenditures, according to government 
reports Thursday. 


Several corporations in the U. S. and 


Europe announced new layoffs, and the 
government's official unemployment fig- 
ures for December were expected to 
show another sharp rise in the U. S. job- 
less rate. 


The December unemployment rate, to 


be announced Friday by the Labor De- 
partment, was expected to near, if not 
reach, 7 per cent of the labor force. 


During the week ending Dec. 14, the 


department said more than 3.3 million 
persons were receiving unemployment 
insurance benefits. 


Chrysler Corp., which has virtually 


halted all auto production since Thanks- 
giving to reduce a large backlog of new 
cars, said two of its six U. S. car assem- 
bly plants and two truck plants will be 
closed next week, idling an additional 
9,700 workers. 


Ford Motor Co. will close seven plants 


and will have 27,650 workers on open- 
ended layoffs and 36,175 on temporary 
layoffs. General Motors will have more 
than 63,000 workers on open-ended lay- 
offs 
with just two assembly plants 


closed. 


In West Germany, Volkswagen idled 


86,000 workers until Jan. 10 and the GM 
Opel subsidiary laid off 1,000 employes 
for eight days. 


W. T. Grant Co., the variety store 


chain which lost $22.47 million in the first 
three quarters of 1974, announced it will 
close 66 stores this year instead of 50 as 
originally announced. The company said 
all 66 were losing money. 


Israeli troops 
mount all-out 
security ivatch

Israeli troops mounted an "all-out se- 


curity operation" against suspected Arab 
guerrilla bases in southern Lebanon . 
Thursday, killing four civilians and a ; 
Lebanese soldier in a series of strikes 
that penetrated up to three miles inside 
the country. 


Lebanese and Israeli artillery dueled 


briefly during the raids. The Israelis also 
blew up at least two houses in the second 
consecutive day of such operations. On 
Wednesday, Lebanon said the Israelis 
blew up 11 Arab houses, but Israel said 
six were destroyed. 


In London, meanwhile, the Soviet 


Union reportedly has agreed to supply 
Egypt with some new weaponry and 
spare parts in a face-saving arrange- 
ment patching over their still unhcaled 
political rift. Diplomatic sources said un- 
der the agreement, Egypt will receive 
spare parts for earlier Soviet-supplied 
weapons as well as some new antiair- 
craft and ground-to-ground missiles and 
tanks.

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Catholic school 
suffers 
its own 


'credibility gap'

A surprising number of people in St. 


Joseph the Worker parish have mis- 
conceptions about Catholic schools in 
general and St. Joseph in particular, 
John Topper, principal of the elementary 
school, believes. 


Topper just finished reviewing the re- 


sults of a survey of parishioners and 
found a "lack of understanding of tho 
school." Ho and his staff ore now work- 
ing to dispel tho myths, rumors and old 
wives talcs that surround parochial edu- 
cation. 


Of tho 1,000 families surveyed, more 


than 500 responded. A number of people 
questioned whether St. Joseph could 
compete with tho public schools In pro- 
viding materials, academic and extra- 
curricular programs and a quality edu- 
cation. 


"Wo believe we're offering just about 


everything a public school offers to chil- 
dren," Topper said. "Some people felt 
because we're a Catholic school we 
would not offer a gym program or a music 
program or that we'd bo lacking In sci- 
ence. We are very happy with our pro- 
grams In these areas and wo do have 
them. 


"OTHER PEOPLE said because we 


were Catholic we wouldn't have extra- 
curricular programs," ho continued. "Wo 
have an excellent elective program 
which Includes arts, crafts, sewing, typ- 
ing and many other courses." 


Topper said St. Joseph the Worker stu- 


dents scored above the national norm In 
standardized academic tests. 


"Wo may not have the gym facilities 


that some of tho public schools nave but 
we feel our program Is adequate," ho 
said. 


"I have always been a firm believer 


that more Important than carpeting and 
air conditioning Is the fact that you have 
good teachers and learning is going on at 
the school." 


TOPPER SAID many people also 


thought that teachers in Catholic school 
arc not qualified. "Our teachers must be 
certified by tho state — all hold de- 
grees," he said. Topper holds two mas- 
ter's degrees — one In administration. 


One of tho questions asked In tho sur- 


vey was If parents hod over withdrawn a 
child from St. Joseph and why. "Most of 
it took place about six years ago when 
people feared that tho school was going 
to close. Those were the big scare years 
and a lot of people were scared off," 
Topper said. 


Tho "scare" grow out of financial 


problems when tho Sisters of Mercy left 
the school. Topper said for tho past four 
years school officials 
havo assured 


people St. Josephs was In no danger of 
closing.

FAA overlooking 
air safety need 


In ;i few \\ceks the pilot of your 


tiirplnnc leaving O'Hare may re- 
fuse to Uike you into the friendly 
skies 


In fact, pilots all over the coun- 


try as of Feb. 1 may find them- 
selves deckling whether to take 
their jobs into the air or refuse to 
fly them because of dangerous car- 
gos in the hold. 


It's all part of an organized at- 


tempt by members of the Air Line 
Pilots Assn. to call attention to a 
little known fact of commercial air 
travel. 


The way the pilots tell it. many 


domestic flights Iiavc potentially 
lethal cargo tucked on board — 
things such us explosives, flam- 
ntablcs. acids and other substances 
listed as dangerous material by the 
U.S. Dcpt. of Transportation. 


These materials routinely travel 


by air in the cargo compartments 
of passenger flights, and the pilots 
want the practice lo end. 


U is Itard to argue with them, for 


just as no one would want to board 
an airplane with explosives in the 
passenger compartment, the same 


is true for undisclosed explosives 
in the cargo section. 


The pilots arc correct in asking 


that anything on the Dept. of 
Transportation's list of dangerous 
material should be flown only by 
cargo jet. 


But surely the wider issue here is 


air safety as a whole and the rules 
by which pilots arc asked to take 
passengers aloft. 


It seems strange that it should 


take a pilots' association to bring 
up this matter and to propose their 
own embargo on dangerous cargo. 
It is the job of the Federal Aviation 
Administration lo guard us against 
these unseen dangers and the ques- 
tion is, where have they been all 
these years? 


Indeed, the FAA should be in- 


stituting all sorts of tougher mea- 
sures controlling the commercial 
air traffic. The chilling revelations 
of pilot error in recent crashes on 
the East Coast, the recent embar- 
r a s s m e n t concerning a faulty 
hatch on the DC-10 and other in- 
cidents all speak-ill of the federal 
agency charged with regulating air 
travel.

Mugalian effort to abolish 
scholarship is criticized 


In the Dec. 26 issue, the Herald report- 


ed that State Rep. Richard Mugalian had 
filed a bill which would abolish the cur- 
rent scholarship program administered 
and awarded by state legislators. Mr. 
Mugalian, like many politicians, is over- 
reacting to a problem and grabbing cen- 
ter stage as a result of disclosures that 
certain legislators in the past have mis- 
used the program. Before we hastily end 
the program we should consider what it 
has done for students In the past, what It 
can do if continued and possible reforms 
in the current system. 


The disclosure of abuse in the first 


place centered around a small fraction of 
the legislature. On the other hand — over 
1,708 students received financial backing 
last year in state schools. The cost of the 
program was over $750,000 during the 
lost year. This Is tax money well spent. 
The state scholarship commission has 
outlined financial restrictions which fur- 
ther the situation where only the rich 
and the poor can afford college tuition. 
The middle class is again left out in the 
cold, even though they contribute the 
most tax money. 


In the future this program could return 


the word scholarship to its original 
meaning of a grant to a scholar. Grants 
and loans have not been on the merit 
system but on financial need. With col- 
lege costs on the increase, this program 
could benefit real scholars. 


! 
There are several reform measures 


that could Improve the program without 
carelessly eliminating the program as 
Mr. Mugalian so unwisely proposed. To 
eliminate political abuse, a citizens' pan- 


el could be established by each legislator 
to screen and interview candidates each 
year. A mandatory disclosure of the 
deadline dates, and the winners and the 
amount awarded would have to be re- 
leased to the general news media. A full 
review of the program would be in order 
to suggest other improvements — but by 
no means should the program be totally 
eliminated. 


Mr. Mugalian would do well to think 


before overreacting to public disclosures 
in the future.

The lighter side: synthetic gold fever 


Congress ducks 
spy abuse issue

The only hope of finding out whether 


the Central Intelligence Agency spied on 
American dissenters, and how much, lies 
with Congress. 


That isn't very much of a hope. 
Congress occasionally gets all stirred 


up over some misadventure by the U. S. 
intelligence community, beats the drums 
loudly in protest and then goes back to 
normal. 


Normal for Congress is to see, jiear 


and speak as little as possible about the 
dirty business of spying, foreign or do- 
mestic variety. 


AN EXAMPLE OF how difficult it is to 


stir Congress to act in the intelligence 
field came recently when the Depart- 
ment of Justice revealed some extra- 
curricular activities under former FBI 
chief J. Edgar Hoover against so-called 
leftist groups. 


The activities included spreading lies 


about the organizations and planting 
agents to provoke incidents — activities 
which Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe said Americans generally would 
frown upon. 


Congress made no real move to get the 


full story. It remained for some report- 
ers to try to get the details by using the 
Freedom of Information Act. 


Congress accepts, without checking, 


assurances that the activities arc no 
longer going on. The best safeguard that 
it won't happen again would be to put the 
full story on the record and government 
agencies on notice that it won't be toler- 
ated. 


TO GUARD AGAINST just such in- 


cidents, Sen. Howard Baker, R-Tenn., 
has been pushing for a special, joint 
committee to serve as a continuous 
watchdog over all the intelligence activi- 
ties of the U. S. government. 


Baker says Congress legislates in the 


field from ignorance. He points out that 
most members had to find out about the 
CIA efforts to undermine the socialist 
government in Chile by reading of it in 
the newspapers. Again and again, he 
says, members of Congress have shown 
themselves to be short in knowledge of 
what's being done in the name of the 
United States. 


Baker is convinced that the full story 


of CIA involvement In Watergate will 


Son. Howard Baker 


never be known. The CIA, at one point, 
refused to furnish information to the Wa- 
tergate investigation, saying it was ac- 
countable only to the so-called oversight 
committees. 


Those oversight committees are parts 


of the armed services committees and 
the appropriations committees, made up 
of members mostly sympathetic to the 
viewpoint of the intelligence community. 


IN A RECENT Inteview, Baker said 


that in the past year, the Senate's In- 
telligence Oversight Committee 
had 


met twice. He politely explained that 
committee members were busy with oth- 
er chores. The more reasonable ex- 
planation is that they just weren't inter- 
ested in learning about what the lawmak- 
ers consider dirty, necessary work. 


Baker's proposed watchdog committee 


would operate separate from other 
groups. To safeguard against committee 
members getting too close to the 
agencies they are supposed to supervise, 
Baker would provide for complete turn- 
over in committee makeup every couple 
of years. 


Baker's chances of getting his proposal 


accepted and open up the intelligence 
services at least to Congress are not con- 
sidered very good. (UPI) 


For fans,.late bulletins 
on injury-prone diplomats

One of the five or six small things in 


the universe we have to be thankful for 
these days is that the negotiators in in- 
ternational diplomacy arc not as suscep- 
tible to incapacitating injury as, say, 
professional football players. 


Otherwise we would be hearing news 


broadcasts like: 


Good evening, diplomacy fans. The big 


news tonight is that a number of Big 
Power superstars are going to be out of 
action in the crucial, upcoming series of 
talks, while a number of others are going 
to have to negotiate with pain. 


For the United States, Gerry Ford is 


reported to have his sprained pact-sign- 
ing hand in a cast but he appears to have 
recovered from the pulled tongue muscle 
he suffered last month while trying to 
say "Fat chance" in Arabic during the 
crucial Mideast talks.

Alchemy is cure-all for economic distress

Now tli.it private ownership of gold has 


become legal again, it may go a long 
way toward relieving this country's eco- 
nomic distress. 


The buying and selling of gold Itself 


likely will have littlo economic impact. 
But the potential splnoffs from gold trad- 
Ing could be highly potent. 


Foremost among the prospective side 


benefits la the possible revival of alche- 
my, the ancient profession dedicated to 
transmuting base metals into gold. 


Alchemy all but died out In the 17th 


Century, owing to the riso of chemistry, 
a profession dedicated to transmuting 


coal dust into drip dry shirts. 


Chemistry undoubtedly has produced 


technological marvels. But economically 
it has been a disaster. 


Those non-wrinkle garments that 


chemists synthesize by rearranging the 
molecules of ontl-freczc were playing 
havoc with the dry cleaning business 
long before the current recession began. 


Not to mention what the development 


of synthetic wool did to the shepherd's 
crook manufacturing industry. 


Moreover, In the light of tho energy 


crisis wo can now see that transforming 
cool Into drip dry shirts was a mistake. 
Wo would bo better off transforming 
chemical shirts into fuel. 


Some economists believe bringing back 


the wrinkle would restore prosperity. But 
it probably is too late for chemistry to 
change directions. 


Additionally, society has learned to 


live without wrinkles. A readjustment of 
that magnitude at this particular time 
would be traumatic. 


So alchemy is the answer. 
During the 40-year period that private 


citizens were forbidden to own gold there 
wasn't much Incentive to make the stuff 
out of lead or whatever. 


But with the resumption of trading, 


here's a fortune to be'made by whoever 
Jilts on tho right formula. Which we will 
hope doesn't happen. 


Purely from an economic standpoint, 


the beauty of alchemy has been that it 


didn't produce anything. In roughly 1,700 
years of diligent experimentation with 
various combinations of fire, air, water 
and earth, alchemists never created so 
much as a particle of gold. 


Thus they contributed nothing to in- 


flation. Yet they provided good steady 
jobs for thousands of deserving work- 
men. 
> 


At this point it appears the U.S. econo- 


my would greatly benefit from an enter- 
prise of that sort. The trick is to keep it 
unproductive. 


Had one of the ancient Egyptian, 


Greek or Roman alchemists hit upon 
drip dry shirts, western civilization 
might have collapsed long ago.

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Speaker vote will test independent Dems 


by noil LAIICY 


Tito strength of tho conllUon of "inde- 


pendent" Dcmocrntlc Illinois legislators, 
mostly from tho suburbs of Chicago, may 
undergo its greatest test next Wednesday 
when tho legislature convenes to elect Its 
leadership for tho 70th General Assem- 
bly. 


Enjoying their first majority In the 


House of Representatives in 10 years, the 
Democrats have tho opportunity to elect 
ono of their number to tho office of 
House ftpoakcr, generally considered to 
be second In power only to that of gover- 
nor. 


But they go Into the election badly split 


between members of the party loyal, to 
antagonists Mayor Richard J. Daley of 
Chicago and Gov. Daniel Walker, Die In- 
dependents; and thoso who fall some- 
where between. 


IT IS THIS split that presents tho Inde- 


pendents with both their greatest hope 
for a real volco In tho conduct of the 
House, and tho greatest danger to their 
somewhat shokcy alliance. 


With various members of tho Indepen- 


dent coalition — which backed State Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-GIcncoc, and later 
State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights, In the 1072 lead- 
ership battlo — claiming from 20 to 35 
votes, they appear to have enough 
strength to accomplish their primary 
goal on tho first ballot for speaker. 


That is to withhold tho spcakcrshlp 


from State Rep. Clyde Choatc, D-Anna, 
tho Paul Powell protcgo who has been 
the minority leader of tho Democrats for 
the past four years. 


As ono member of tho group phrased 


It, "Wo have tho power to block Choate, 
but we don't have tho power to elect a 
speaker." 


It is tho acknowledged lack of power to 


elect their own choice which presents tho 
greatest threat to the Independents. If it 
should become evident to one or more of 
their number that their quest for an inde- 
pendent speaker Is doomed, there could 
bo a panic to jump aboard tho winner's 
bandwagon. 


"With few exceptions," admitted ono 


of tho group who professes staunch Inde- 
pendence, "wo are probably all capable 
of making our own arrangements (with 
tho likely winner)." 


OVERSHADOWING all the maneuver- 


ing is tho question of who Mayor Daley 
will finally anoint as his choice for 
speaker. Daley is generally acknowlodg- 


16 Dems ask 


speaker reform 


A group of 10 Democratic legislators 


Thursday issued a demand for reforms 
in procedures of tho Illinois House of 
Representatives as a prerequisite for 
their support of any candidate for elec- 
tion as speaker. Among thoso Issuing 
tho demands were State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, Stato 
Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glcncoc, and 
S t a t e Rep. Richard A. Mugallan, 
D-Palatino. They were among Demo- 
crats who worked for limitations of tho 
powers of tho speaker In the 1973 session 
of tho General Assembly. 


Among the demands are: 


• Creation of a House committee to 


participate In decisions on how about $3.3 
million under the control of the speaker 
is to be spent. 


• Rules governing dates in which leg- 


islative bills, particularly concerning ap- 
propriations, may bo filed, to prevent 
ycarcnd logjams. 


• Rules to assure sufficient notice to 


legislators and the public of meetings of 
conference committees and tho decisions 
arrived at by those committees. 


Should those eight persist In resisting 


Partee's election, they could deprive him 
of tho needed majority In the Senate. 
Democrats will hold a 34-25 majority in 
the Senate, with 30 votes needed to elect 
a president. 


Partcc, tho Democratic Senate leader 


since 1971, has prided himself on ef- 
forts to "submerge," as he puts it, the 
traditional split 'between Chicago and 
Downstate legislators. 


He has reportedly told friends that he 


is disturbed by pressures being applied 
to him by the Walker Democrats for as- 
surances of key Senate positions in ex- 
change for their votes. 


Partee, who served as president pro 


tempore of the Senate from 1071 to 1973, 
is sturdily 'jealous of the respect he en- 
joys in the Senate. He has told associates 
he intends to lead the Senate, and not to 
put himself in the position of reacting to 
factional pressures. 


IN THE UNLIKELY event that Par- 


tec's election should be blocked, Daley * 
could then be expected to throw his 
weight behind Chicago Rep. Gerald Shea, 
current assistant minority loader, for the 
speakerehlp of the House. 


Assuming the election of Partee, how- 


ever, Daley is not expected to look for a 
Chicagoan In the speaker's chair. 


> In that case, the independents might 
find themselves in the unaccustomed po- 
sition of agreeing with the mayor on who 
should be the boss in the House.

sent."

Grandmasters CAN lose quickly 


When grandmasters play, any ama- 


teurs watching know they're most likely 
In for a long siege. For the sophisticated 
player simply doesn't lose that early or 
that quickly. Though when things do sud- 
denly reach a head, there la usually 
somo forewarning, I.e., an obvious Imbal- 
ance In material or a dangerous attack. 


But thoro ore somo chess explosions 


that arc moro sudden and louder than 
one would expect, whatever the apparent 
preconditions. 


And not surprisingly, Bobby Fischer's 


games furnish an outstanding example of 
this sort. I am speaking of his sudden- 
death conclusion against Letoller (1060). 


Hero Is the position (Diagram 1). What 


did Fischer do? ... Answer: 1... QxP 
check !! as 2 KxQ allows ... B-R3 
mate!! while If 2 ... K-B2, N-N5 check; 
3. K-N2. N-KB chock; 4. K-B2, N-Q.5; 5. 
Q-R1, N-N5 chock; 6. K-Bl, NxB; etc. 


A SIMILAR but more recent example 


occurred In the 1973 game Wostyn-Frl- 
drlcksson (Diagram 2). Again It Is black 
to move and again the breakthrough 
move Is 1 . . . Qx P check!! 2. Tlx Q 
falls to 2 ... R-Q8 check 3. R-BI, BxP 
check and mate, and 2. KxQ is followed 
by 2... BxP check; 3. Q-Q3, RxQ; etc. 


Diagram 3 show* the abrupt windup of 


the 21st Karpov-Korchnol game. In this 
position Korchnol played 1. NxRP and 
Karpov cannot play ... KxN because of 
2. Q-liB check, K-N1; 3. QxP check, 
K-Rl; 4 Q.RG check, K-Nl; B. B-K4, 
P-B4; 6. B-QS check, R-B2; 7. Q-N8 
check, etc. 


The game actually continued 1 ... 


R-Kl: 2. Q-no. N-K4; 3. N-NS, BxN; 4. 
QBxB, QxB (what else); 5. QxQ, etc. 


In our last and very beautiful finale 


(Diagram 4), white has just played 1. 


N-KS, attacking black's queen, but 
Bronstcln found 1 ... RxN; 2. PxR, Q-N5 
with the deadly double threat of QxP 
mate and QxR check. Now white's 
double defending move 3. Q-KB1 fell to 3 
. . . N-R8 check, K-R1; 4. QxR!!, QxQ; 5. 
NxP check and 6. NxQ. 


These gomes show why continuous 


alertness and concentration are never- 
ending demands In top chess com- 
petition.

My doctor told me I have a fibroid tumor and ihould have • 


hysterectomy. I'm 43 mid we have ilx children, so we don't 
plan to have any more, but I don't want thli surgery. 


I rood in a magazine a quota from Gloria Swanson about 


how sho shrunk her own tumor without surgery. Sho said "I 
starved my tumor by not eating any animal protein. I ab- 
stained from all meat (or over two years. My tumor van- 
Uhed. So did the doctors that wanted to give me a hys- 
terectomy." 


Is It possible such • diet could save me and others from a 


hysterectomy? I have always eaten a great deal of meat, but 
would t>« willing to try this. After talking to others, I have 
been surprised by the number of women with this condition. 
II seems almost epidemic In numbers. 


Since we must find substitutes for protein In meat, what do 


wo use? Vegetarians have eaten beans and the like for their 
protein. How could a tumor tell the difference In the type of 
protein? Are cheese considered animal protein? 


My surgeon said these tumors may shrink after the men- 


apause because of lack of hormones. He said It could be 10 
years before that happened, and fibroids can grow a lot In 
that time. Mine Is already the she of a grapefruit. 


Gloria Swanson Is certainly a remarkable woman and has 


done a lot to publicize her commercial interests in health 
foods and health food products. I can't condemn too strongly 
though, the Irresponsible quote If it Is really as you state it. 


Such an idea Is an expression of total Ignorance of how the 


body handles food. Your body needs essential amlno adds 
and on adequate supply of protein. If you deprive your body 
of these amlno acids found in protein enough to cause any 
fibroid to shrink, you can seriously damage your health. I 
suspect tho post monopnusal shrinking of fibroids may have 
occurred in Gloria Swanson's case, if things occurred as you 
report. 


YOUR BODY breaks down all the protein you eat into its 


building blocks of amlno acids before the amlno acids can 
oven bo absorbed through tho Intestinal wall into the circula- 
tion. Tho same amlno adds that build meat are in the other 
proteins of your food from other sources. When proteins are 
broken down in the Intestine Into the amlno add building 
blocks, it makes no difference whether the amlno acids are 
from meat, cheese tr beans. Some proteins do not contain all 
the amlno adds you need.

All because Perry Crafton liked to conduct 


Perry Crafton — interpreting the composer 


by IVIONICA PERIN 


Twenty-three years ago a young violin- 


ist In the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
who was studying with the symphony's 
renowned conductor Rafael Kubelik, de- 
cided ho would like to try the podium 
himself. 


So Perry Crafton organized the North- 


west Symphony Orch^tra and became 
its conductor. 


Since that first season, which opened 


with 35 players and a schedule of two 
concerts, the orchestra has doubled its 
size and its performances under Graf- 
ton's gifted leadership. 


The orchestra provides musicians and 


music lovers in the community the op- 
portunity to perform or hear a musical 
repertoire comparable to that of the 
world's leading' orchestras — which un- 
fortunately are largely inaccessible to 
most players and listeners. 


"THE NORTHWEST Symphony can 


play most anything a professional or- 
chestra can," says Crafton, who selects 
standard symphonic literature in plan- 
ning the orchestra's programs. The 
group Is made up of "professional musi- 
cians who are teachers or jazz players, 
retired professional 'performers, and 
'professional amateurs." 


Crafton, who has played first violin in 


the Chicago Symphony for 25 years, is 
somewhat disturbed over the road to suc- 
cess that the orchestra is following of 
late — a road that seems to be more and 
more restricted to the glamour capitals 
of the world. This despite an unprece- 
dented performance this fall at Wood- 
field Mall — which music director 
George Solti did not conduct. 


As a result, such an organization as 


the Northwest Symphony today fills 'an 
even greater gap than perhaps it did at 
its inception, a time when the Chicago 
Symphony was not so isolated by the tre- 
mendous prestige which it enjoys today. 
But even then, Crafton, who lives in 
Park Ridge, saw the growing northwest 
s u b u r b a n communities as "fertile 
ground" for a community orchestra. 


IN SUBSEQUENT years, Crafton also 


took over as music director and con- 
ductor'of the Oak Park & River Forest 
Symphony Orchestra. 


It has turned out that community sup- 


port for tho Oak Park Orchestra has 
been stronger than for the Northwest 
Symphony. A concert there, Crafton 
noted, will bring out an audience of 800 
to 1,000, while 500 to 600 is a good turnout 
here. 


, The schools in tho Oak Park area have 
also cooperated with that orchestra in ar- 


ranging children's concerts, something 
Crafton has so far been unable to 
achieve here. 


A very straight-forward and pleasant 


chap, Crafton Is neither self-effacing nor 
boastful in discussing his musical career 
and the fates of these two orchestras he 
has nurtured. There seems to be a sin- 
cere desire on his part to foster greater 
appreciation of symphonic music in tho 
suburbs — yet it is not with a snobbish 
attitude. 


"I THINK perhaps it is the mobility," 


; Crafton postulates, that tends to make 
northwest suburbanites less interested in 
supporting such cultural endeavors as 
tho Northwest Symphony. 


Meanwhile, Crafton's schedule has be- 


come ever more hectic as the Chicago 
Symphony has increased its concerning 
and touring each year. Every week there 
is new music to practice at four rehear- 
sals, and three or four concerts to give. 
This month the Chicago Symphony is 
touring in the East. 


For Crafton it all began back in a 


small town near Kansas City, Mo., where 
he was born in 1921. An uncle who lived 
with his family "started me on the fiddle 
when I was 5 or 6," Crafton recalls. 


"I had a lesson every day, and my 


uncle was a stern disciplinarian." 


CRAFTON'S FATHER owned a men's 


clothing store in those days, but during 
the Depression he lost the store, and the 
family moved to Chicago where the elder 
Crafton went to work in the steel mills. 


Perry Crafton was then 12 years old. 


The uncle had1 stayed behind In Mis- 


souri, but Crafton continued his violin 
studies with Herbert Butler, head of the 
American Conservatory of Music in Chi- 
cago. 


Upon graduating from Hyde Park High 


School, 'he received a scholarship to the 
University of Chicago, which he attended 
for one year before transferring to the 
American Conservatory to earn his bach- 
elor's degree in music. 


"Fundamentally, I've always enjoyed 


my music studies," Crafton says, al- 
though he confesses "there were periods 
when I didn't enjoy it — I may have 
even stopped for a month or so — but I 
think every musician experiences that, 
or any professional." 


BESIDES THE violin, Crafton also 


studied piano, viola and oboe, and he 
plays guitar "for fun." But his greatest 
fascination is with conducting. 


"I started conducting when Rafael 


Kubelik had a seminar in conducting 
around 1951. Six of us (from the Chicago 
Symphony) were chosen. We had two 
months of daily classes, and then prac- 
ticed by conducting the Civic Orchestra 
(a training orchestra for the Chicago 
Symphony). 


"But you can't be taught conducting. 


You just have to learn it — and you 
learn it best by playing in an orchestra 
and observing different conductors." 


Crafton regards with greatest respect 


such conductors as Leonard Bernstein, 
Eugene Ormandy, George Szell, Kubelik 
and Fritz Reiner ("He was a real gi- 
ant"), all of whom he has played under 
and learned from. 


THE SUBSTANCE of conducting, next 


to knowing the musical score thoroughly 
and understanding its structure, is "rea- 
lizing the intent of the composer and 
being faithful to that," Crafton explains. 


"Many less able conductors get away 


from that and get enamored of their 
showmanship." Crafton acknowledges 
that in his dual capacity of player and 
conductor, he very often finds conflict 
between what a conductor is doing with a 
piece and what he would do with it. 


Ultimately, Crafton says, "I try to get 


an orchestra to play with beauty." 


And that is what he will be doing when 


he takes the podium again Jan. 26 in the 
new permanent home of the Northwest 
Symphony, Maine East High School. 
Crafton will conduct the orchestra in a 
program featuring soloist Jeffrey Gra- 
bellc on the treble recorder playing a 
composition by Baroque composer Tele- 
mann. 


CRAFTON HAS planned a program re- 


volving around a Saint Saens cello con- 
certo for the orchestra's March 23 con- 
cert, and will close the season May 11 
with a performance by the DuPage Bal- 
let Company and a Tschaikowsky Sym- 
phony. 


It's ambitious programming, but then, 


Crafton and the 70 members of the 
Northwest Symphony do it because they 
enj"v it.

Bottle collecting 
fascinates many 


I am asked 10 often about bottles and 


when I am going to write about them 
that I feel compelled to honor tho 
requests of this breed of collectors, oven 
though bottles do not Interest me when 
empty. WCTU members, I'm only kld: 
ding. 


Often a bottle collection has Its start 


when tho collector Is down In tho dumps. 
Digging for bottles, they say, Is a fasci- 
nating hobby, but tho only thing I ever 
found were late milk of magnesia or be- 
lated Mogcn David. 


Anyone who rummages around an old 


house or barn Is certain to find a few 
cobwebby old bottles, and It Is wise to 
examine them before disposing of them. 
Early bottles were hand-blown (Hand- 
blown Is a term used In tho trade, and I 
can't for tho Ufa of mo figure why. They 
worn "mouth-blown," but what tho deal- 
ers mean, I suppose, Is "handmade."). If 
It is rough and not round at tho top and 
has no rim, chances aro the bottle Is 
hand-blown, and If It has a rough scar on 
tho bottom, It may bo very old, for dur- 
ing tho 18th century tho blower usually 
left a pontll mark. 


EAHLY BOTTLES are usually rather 


slender and high-shouldered, or flat and 
bulbous. They aro seldom completely 
clear, for tho cheap formula used In tho 
batch colors with ago and results In a 
light green or yellow-brown color. Some 
wore deliberately made of dark blue, 
deep green or amethyst. 


Household liquids were put up In bot- 


tles of every shapo ttnd size, and some- 
times tho contents aro labored In tho 
glass. A famous bitters bottle Is Dr. 
Fl.ich's, with Iho shape of a fish standing 
on Its tall with the spout In Its mouth. A 
liquor distiller In Philadelphia by tho 
name of E. C. Booz added a new word to 
tho dictionary when people started ask- 
ing for his brand. 


Historical flasks aro collected by many 


people who know what they aro doing 
and by quite a few who don't. Famous 
personages \vcro depleted In bottles In 
tho 19th century, such as Jenny Llnd, 
Washington, Adnms, Henry Clay, An- 
drew Jackson and various presidents and 
statesmen. But these havo all been re- 
produced so many times slnco they wcro 
originally made that It Is difficult to tell 
tho now from Iho old. Bubbles In tho 
glass, Irregularity and color can all bo 
copied very successfully. 


APOTHECARY BOTTLES made be- 


fore 1900 aro of Interest to collectors. 
They camo In clear and In all colors, and 
somo handsome examples havo glass la- 
bels with the drug's namo embossed or 
stenciled. A seal bottlo was mado for a 
particular user, such as tho exnmplo 
shown In tho picture. This belonged to 
Loverott Saltonstall, about IBIS, who was 
tho first mayor of Salem, Mass. (Photo 
courtesy Old Sturbrldgo Village.) 


If you aro just Interested In color and 


something pretty to set In tho window 
ledgo, you needn't bo particular about

tho ago of your bottles, but if you wish to 
assemble a good collection, it Is impor- 
tant to study, read and examine old bot- 
tles In museums. By paying closo atten- 
tion to the way tho bottles wcro mado, 
you will learn to tell the difference be- 
tween tho great eighteenth - century 
glassmakcrs, Wlstar, Stlcgcl and Ame- 
lung, and the later copycats. 


There is no shortage of bottles to col- 


lect and tho price is usually right. It is 
best to zero in on a specialty so that your 
collection docs not become too loose. De- 
cide on apothecaries, decanters ("decan- 
ter" Is a word that means tho liquor was 
poured or docantcd gently to avoid too 
much mixing), perfumes, snuffs, hlstori- 
cals or oven cruets, a closo cousin. Jim 
Beam whiskeys, not being glass, are in a 
different category.

Tho compelling breed of singer-song- 


writer who dip heavily into their own ex- 
periences for their songs dominates ray 
list of the best albums of 1974. 


The top two spots are claimed respec- 


tively by Jonl Mitchell and Jackson 
Browne — probably the finest, most sen- 
sillvc songwriters In the world of popular 
music. Each has como out with the 
strongest album of their career in the 
past year. 


Both record for David Geffen and his 


Asylum records label, a small label but 
with a wealth of talent. This Is evidenced 
by the unprecedented fact that four of 
my best list (which I restricted to nix 
albums this year) were on tho Asylum 
label — and I can think of at least three 
other Asylum albums that I considered 
for the list but which did not quite make 
It. 


THIS IS THE fourth time I have had 


tho enjoyable task of selecting which al- 
bums I felt were the best Issued In a 
given year. Although the year was an 
exceptional one for good music, I found 
myself able — by some squeezing — to 
make 'my list tho smallest it has ever 
been. 


The list, in order of preference, fol- 


lows: 


• "Court and Spark" Joni Mitchell 


( A s y l u m records). Every song Is 
brilliant or nearly so. For the second 
time she turned to Tom Scott and the 
L.A. Express for support and it worked 


even better this time. She is without peer 
as a songwriter and her skill in per- 
forming is ever broadening. 


• "Late For the Sky" Jackson Browne 


(Asylum records). This album, his third, 
contains his best singing to date and sev- 
eral of the songs are knockouts. His lyr- 
ics tend more to the'mysterious, but time 
and again 'he comes up with poetic 
phrases that linger even longer than the 
melodies. 


• "On the Border" The Eagles (Asy- 


lum records). Completing an Asylum 
sweep at the top is the third album by 
this southern California rock/country 
band. They are the group of the day for 
pretty and smooth harmonies, much like 
Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young was a 
few years back. An increase by one In 
the size of the band has strengthened its 
sound. 


• "Smiler" Rod Stewart (Mercury 


records). Packed with more sheer ener- 
gy than any other album. I can think of, 
the album shows Stewart has not lost his 
touch in selecting good material to work 
' with. The new songs include a fine one 
by Paul McCartney and a spirited Elton 
John-Bernie Taupln song. 


• "Eldorado" Electric Light Orchestra 


(United Artists records). A near perfect 
matching of rock and classical music 
with plenty of soaring, unforgettable me- 
lodies. Like the Stewart album, "Eldo- 
rado" has an aura of excitement about 
it.

• "Before the Flood" Bob Dylan and 


The Band (Asylum records). Dylan's 
tour was one of many in a year of the 
return to live performing by several ma- 
jor artists (others being George Harri- 
son, Eric Clapton and Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Young to mention just three). 
Dylan reinterpreted most of his old songs 
by singing them in a new vocal style. 
Again, excitement is present in "the al- 
bum and even The Band's repetition of 
the songs they have done twice before on 
record does not blunt the album's overall 
effect. 


Five other albums deserve a type of 


honorable mention, as they nearly, but 
not quite, made the "best" list. They 
arc:

records). 


THE BEST NEW group overall had to 


be Bad Company with Paul Rodgers, 
Mick Ralphs, Boz Burrell and Simon 
Kirke joining forces to join the newest 
supergroup. Their first album, "Bad 
Company" (Swan Song records), for all 
its simplicity is hard-hitting and memo- 
rable. 


The best new solo performer is Tim 


Moore, who won the first American Song 
Festival with his song "Charmer." Both 
that song and the hit "Second Avenue" 
are found in Moore's first album "Tim 
Moore" (first on A Small Record Com- 
pany records, then Asylum records). I 
expect a lot of good things from him in 
the next several years. 


Two other groups deserve honorable 


mention among the newcomers. They are 
the George Harrison discovery of Splin- 
ter (featured on "The Place I Love" — 
Dark Horse records) and the heavy met- 
al band Kiss (featured on "Kiss" and 
"Hotter Than Hell" - both Casablanca 
records). The debut of both were Impres- 
sive and each group is on the verge of 
major stardom.

Horticulturist counsels how to root violets 


Dear Dorothy: I've been trying to root

Try a mixture of half and half peat 


moss — or peat moss, sand and pcrlitc. 
This is a recommendation from a top 
horticulturist, who says the pot should be 
kept moist and out of direct sunlight. He 
says roots should form in four to six 
weeks; and when small rosettes of leaves 
appear at the surface, this Is the time to 
pot the small plants in. a good potting 
mixture. I'm going to try this myself be- 
cause the water bit hasn't worked here, 
cither.

evangelists. For example, there Is Norm 
Evans, lineman for tho Miami Dolphins 
and author of the book, "On God's 
Squad." One excerpt from this book is of 
particular note to those who regret the 
absence of any ,bona fide description of 
what Jesus Christ actually looked like: 


"If he (Jesus) wore alive today," 


writes Evans, "I would picture a 6-foot, 
6-Inch, 260-pound defensive tackle, who 
would always make the big plays and 
who would be hard to keep out of the 


backfleld ... I have no doubt He could 
play in the National Football League. 
This gome is 90 per cent desire, and his 
desire was perhaps his greatest attrib- 
ute. Yes, He would make it with the 
Miami Dolphins today and he would be a 
star In this league." 


WHETHER PRESIDENT Ford ever 


has been led to contemplate such a colos- 
sal Christ is not known. 


But former pro Peter Gent, In his nov- 


el "North Dallas Forty," has drawn a 
poignant picture of religious football in 
his looker room prayer scene (which 
could even be more electrifying by at- 
taching Norm Evans' concept of The 
Lord In The Line):

Novel on Ecclesiastes timely for Epiphany 
school hmch menus 


Robert L. Short Li tho theologian who wrote "tho Gospel 


according to Peanuts." 


Ho took a long look at one of tho nation's favorite comic 


strips and attempted to put into words tho "theology" of 
Charllo Drown, Snoopy, Linus and tho rest of Charles Schulz* 
zany but profound world. 


Now Short has taken a look — literally — at a more tradi- 


tional source — tho Images and insights of the Old Testament 
book of Eccleslastos. "A Time to Be Born — A Time to Dlo" 
makes perfect reading for tho Epiphany season. 


EPIPHANY IS celebrated Jan. 0, the traditional 12th day of 


Christmas. It marks tho coming of tho Magi, tho thrco Wlso 
Men, to Dcthlehcm to mark tho birth of tho Messiah. Theo- 
logically, the visit of the Wlso Men to Jesus' birthplace has 
been interpreted as tho first point of contact between tho 
Gospel message of the Christ and tho non-Jewish world. 


Biblically, tho Gentile world Is tho same as tho secular 


world, and Short soys Ecclesiastes is, above all else, a 
preacher to secular man. 


For a book of tho Bible, Eccfeslastcs Is seemingly unortho- 


dox and worldly. One reads It with the same sort of feeling 
one reads tho erotic Song of Solomon, with tho uneasy sense it 
doesn't quite belong. 


Yet tho book has a strong Impact, especially a literary 


Impact, on this ago in particular. 


PETE SEEGER sang tho well-known words from tho chap- 


ter which begins "There Is a fixed time of birth, and a time 
of <l--" " and It became one of tho most popular folk songs of 
the li> cs, "Turn, Turn, Turn." Those same words, Short re- 
minds us, underlined tho nation's sorrow as they were roaU, 
during the funeral of President John F. Kennedy. "Tho ex- 
planation for Ecclesiastes' enduring attraction lies In the fact 
that, as very few works have, It has given perfect utterance 
to a deep and universal need, tho need for a satisfactory

answer in the face of life's hardest question: what is the 
meaning of life?" Short writes. 


"And 
thus Ecclesiastes unites us in that he, like the rest of 


mankind, is much clearer about life's question than about Its 
answer." 


In a well documented 37-page essay, Short outlines his view 


of the book, taking tho reader through much of the scholarly 
and literary literature on the book. 


HE SHOWS how both Ecclesiastes and "modern man" are 


men of sight, secularization and tho scientific Image, how 
they reach similar conclusions and, ultimately, how the book 
works as "the Bible's negative Image of Christ the Truth." 


Rewarding as Short's uay is, however, It Is the bulk of the 


book — a combination of the text of Ecclesiastes with some 
260 photographs — that commends the volume. 


Short sees Ecclesiastes as a kind of-biblical photographer. 


"What'he tells us that he saw and drew his conclusions 
from," Short writes, "was simply life Itself; and for this 
reason what he saw was really not so different from what 
men still see every day of their lives."

Ace foreign reporter 
to anchor morning show

BEIRUT — The Middle East, says a 


friend of ABC's veteran foreign corre- 
spondent Peter Jennings, "has a way of 
following Peter around." 


A case in point: In September 1972 the 


network asked Jennings if he'd like a 
change of pace from his Middle East 
beat by covering the Olympics in Mun- 
ich, Germany. 


As Jennings tells it: "I happened to be 


hanging around the Olympic Village — 
the only correspondent there — when the 


(Arab guerrillas attacked.'I ended up fil- 
ing for 24 hours straight. 


AFTER NEARLY four years hopping 


around the hot spots of the Middle East 
from his base in Beirut, Jennings 1s 
packing up his houseful of Arab and Ori- 
ental furniture, Eskimo paintings and 
Lebanese wife and moving back to the 
States as ABC's Washington anchorman 
on its morning show, "A.M. America," 
which premieres Monday at 6 a.m. CDT. 


He hopes to bring to the job a sense of 


perspective on the news that one gets ' 
from being on the receiving end of a tele- 
vision set Instead of the sending one for 
four years. 


"What interests me most about going 


to Washington is the sense of a really 
serious gulf between it and the rest of 
the country," he says. 


"I saw a network interview recently 


with a senator discussing the 25th 
Amendment. I,asked people afterwards 
If they knew what that amendment was. 
None did because the guy doing the in- 
terviewing never explained it. Washing- 
ton runs the risk of becoming too much

of an "in town" because of this type of 
thing." 


The 25th Amendment is the one that 


spells out the terms- under which the 
Vice President succeeds the President as 
chief executive. 


ALTHOUGH GOING back as anchor- 


man, Jennings doesn't plan to be tied to 
the studio desk. He.hopes to be out re- 
porting as much as possible and is keep- 
ing his bags packed for Beirut in case of 
another war. 


"The Middle East is on the brink of 


something exciting although I'm not so 
pessimistic as some over the chances for 
peace," Jennings says. 


"Egyptian President Anwar Sadat is in 


a strong position at home and has said 
he'll continue; to put his" faith in the 
American'initiative. There will be cause 
for concern If the Russians rearm nun in 
a super way but I don't think it will 
bring us to the brink of war immediate- 
iy. 


"Nor do I think the United States and 


the Soviet Union will confront one anoth- 
er, especially over oil. There is nothing 
serious in the talk of the United States 
coming to occupy the oil fields — that's 
just press talk." 


A Canadian, Jennings joined ABC in 


1964 and came to open the Beirut office 
in 1971.

I'm not blaming anyone for wanting .to 


become an Instant millionaire. The ob- 
vious point Is that the'world of profes- 
sional sports Johnny Bench Is talking 
about has changed to radically It Is per- 
haps difficult, or,even Impossible, for 
more than a handful of athletes to retain 
that "hero's" image. 


Bench falls to recognize that Ameri- 


cans are losing the awe they once had 
for their sports heroes and are becoming 
more cynical about big-time fun and 
games.

Bench blames it on the press. That's 


nonsense. 


The reason more of today's super stars 


have trouble reaching hero status, at 
least with the nation's press, is that the 
longer they play and the more money 
they collect, the more difficult it is to 
make heroes out of them. 


Bench wants writers today to operate 


with the purple prase and dramatic ac- 
counts of a Grantland Rice. Writers to- 
day are more cynical, more laconic and 
more incisive. They occasionally do tear 
down the sacred cows? Is that so bad? 


Why shouldn't the writers change? 


Certainly athletes are different today 
than they were a couple of decades ago 
when there were a lot more "heroes" 
than there appear to be today. The ath- 
letes talk more now and what they say 
isn't always helpful to the "hero's" Im- 
age. 


This is not to say there aren't any 


heroes left. Maybe I'm getting old but 
when I think of heroes I think of former 
heavyweight champion Joe Louis, so si- 
lent and deadly.

Originally, ho had laid he'd go where 


the money was, presumably meaning 
he'd sign with tho highest bidder, but 
that wasn't the cose at all. 


Dollar for dollar, tho San Diego Padres 


and Kansas City Royals both bid higher 
than the Ynakoes did, and so did two 
other clubs who managed to keep their 
identities concealed, yet when It camo 
right down to tho crunch, tho time to 
mnlco his choice, Catfish Hunter choso 
the club that was actually tho fifth top 
bidder. 


Why? 
One reason Is that Catfish Hunter, a 


country boy from Hertford, N.C., says 
deep down ho always wanted to play 
baseball In Now York, especially in Yan- 
kee Stadium, and when you think of It,

that feeling isn't uncommon. Mickey 
Mantle, another country boy, felt the 
same way. 


Another reason Is that no other city In 


the world provide* tho exposure New 
York (low, especially for a professional 
athlete. 


They put one of those navy blue Yan- 


kee caps on Hunter's head for tho photo- 
graphers at that suddenly called news 
conference In tho club's offices on Now 
Year's Evo, and tho American League's 
25-year-old Cy Young Award winner was 
so tickled with It, he wore it all tho way 
back home. 


Catfish Hunter seemed to bo getting a 


bigger kick out of a $3.75 cent baseball 
cap than over the fact ho had just be- 
come an instant millionaire. 


He was anxious to get homo after tho 


conference was over, and had to rush for 
tho plane to Norfolk, Va. Ills four attor- 
neys were with him along with Clyde 
Kluttz, tho Yankees' special assign- 
ments' man. Kluttz, from 
Salisbury, 


N.C., had signed Hunter originally 10 
years ago while scouting for tho A's and 
helped do It again this tlmo under a set 
of completely different circumstances. 


Hunter, Kluttx and the lawyers were In 


a relaxed, mellow mood after making 
their plane. Why not? It was New Year's 
Eve, their work had been accomplished 
successfully and they were all returning 
now to their families. 


"Tell you what I'll do," ono of tho at- 


torneys said to another after they buck- 
led on their scat belts. "I'll bctcha a 
buck tho stewardess recognizes Jim, and 
knows who he is." 


"Okay, It's a bet," the other attorney 


said. 


Tho stewardess didn't recognize Cat- 


fish Hunter. Didn't know who ho was 
even though ho was wearing his Yankee 
cap. She wasn't a sports fan, she said. 


It wan 11:SO p.m. when the plane land- 


ed In Norfolk. The six men were standing 
In front of an auto rental counter In the 
airport, waiting for a car at the stroke of 
midnight. They wished each other a Hap. 
py New Year and the attorney who hid 
lost the buck earlier made another dollar 
bet that the girl behind tho counter 
would recognlio Catflth Hunter. 


Ho lost again. She didn't. 
"I know ono thing," she said, exam- 


ining Kluttz1 credit card. "You're from 
th New York Yankees." 


Clyde Kluttz, who is 57 and once 


caught for tho Braves, Giants, Cardinals, 
Pirates, Browns and Senators, has been 
a close friend of Hunter's over since he 
signed him tho first time. Tho two men 
get along well together and so do their 
families. 


"My desire to get him this tlmo wasn't 


any different than it was when I signed 
him JO years ago for the A's," says 
Kluttz. "I wanted him both times. He's 
the kind of person you'd want as a son," 
and here Kluttz laughs, "especially now 
that he's got the money. Seriously, 
though, he's a hlghclass boy. I've hunted 
with him when ho was with Oakland and 
I was with the Yankees, and it didn't 
make any difference. If he'd have signed 
with another club, it wouldn't have 
changed a thing." 


If you were to wake up Catfish Hunter 


In the middle of the night and ask him 
exactly how much he got for signing with 
the Yankees after he was declared a free 
agent by mi arbitrator three weeks ago, 
he couldn't tell you. Not to the penny, 
anyway.

CAP's Hein Influential' 
in forming party's slate 


by JOE FRANZ 


Trustee William llcln, whose Citizens 


Action Program disavowed any Intention 
of fielding a slate in April's village elec- 
tions, played a key role in choosing can- 
didates of the village's newest political 
party, Tho Herald learned Thursday. 


WRP candidate, Nell Drant, confirmed 


that Heln. tho head of CAP, WAS "very 
influential" in picking tho party alatc. He 
said, however, tho WRP technically is 
not an offshoot of CAP, an organization 
whoso members have been linked to con- 
victed political boss James Stavros. 


"CAP Is not sponsoring us per sc, but 


as far as BUI Hcin's concerned he's had 
a lot of Influence." Brant said. "I've 
talked a lot with Bill about thii thing and 
am rut going to deny It." 


LAST TUESDAY the WRP announced 


a slate of four candidates, just three 
hours before tho announcement by Heln 
that CAP would not bo putting together a 
ticket for tho April IS election. Hcin's an- 
nouncement came four hours after he 
told a Herald reporter thai CAP would 
bo announcing a slnto by Into Tuesday. 


Ttio trustee said CAP decided not to 


run candidates bccausd it is "a nonpoll- 


tlcal, nonpartlsan organization." Never- 
theless, Heln acknowledged that CAP 
was considering running candidates and 
had discussed tho matter for many hours 
before deciding to abandon the slate. 


Hcin said CAP members decided It 


was not in tho group's best Interest to get 
involved In politics. 


Sources involved in village politics 


said, however, that since CAP has been 
repeatedly linked by its rivals to Stavros, 
some of its members were reluctant to 
run a slate and risk defeat in the elec- 
tion. 


MEMBERS OF CAP have denied there 


is connection between Stavros and the 
group, and Heln on several occasions 
said he was concerned that the alleged 
connection would hurt the group's chan- 
ces in the election. Last week, he told a 
Herald reporter, "If you want any coop- 
eration from CAP you better quit print- 
Ing this nonsense about us being linked 
to Stavros." 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committceman, is serving a 
four-year sentence In a federal prison for 
extortion and income tax evasion. He 
was among six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last 
January. Four of the six have pleaded 
guilty and two are awaiting trial. 


• Heln, who could not be reached for 
comment Thursday, said earlier that 
CAP will not support any political party 
and its members can support candidates 
of their choice. 


BRANT, A zoning board member said 


other members of CAP did not take part 
in the discussions he had with Heln. "I 
talked to Bill because he is a friend of 
mine and I respect him and think he has 
done a good job on the village board," he 
said; "I have never been a member of 
any political party or action group until 
now and as far as I know neither have 
any of the others on the party slate." 


Brant said, however, that if CAP had 


run a slate and had asked him to be on 
it, "I probably would have accepted. " 
Since CAP is not running candidates, 
Brant said he would like to get its sup- 
port. 


Besides Brant, 45, of 65 Birch Tr. the 


WRP slate Includes: Kenneth R. Brady, 
33, of 62 Brian Ln.; Robert E. Clark, 49,

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on tho 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. 111. 
Rtc. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigarct and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain: the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scime at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
.above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-dcgrce temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory and Chemtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
bascd national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Keeler, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean, a bottlod-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


. 
IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located in Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dept., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction. 


L a t e Thursday, Rolling Meadows 


Building Dept. officials issued a citation 
to Madison Square Garden Inc. for fail- 
ure to obtain a permit for the gas tank. 
The notice will prohibit repairs of the 
leaky valve until permits are obtained, 
city officials said.

Catholic school 
suffers its own 
'credibility gap' 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


A surprising number of people in St. 


Joseph the Worker parish have mis- 
conceptions about Catholic schools in 
general and St. Joseph in particular, 
John Topper, principal of the elementary 
school, believes. 


Topper ]ust finished reviewing the re- 


sults of a survey of parishioners and 
found a "lack of understanding of the 
school." He and his staff are now work- 
ing to dispel the myths, rumors and old 
wives tales that surround parochial edu- 
cation. 


Of the 1,000 families surveyed, more 


than 500 responded. A number of people 
questioned whether St. Joseph could 
compete with the public schools In pro- 
viding materials, academic and extra- 
curricular programs and a quality edu- 
cation. 


"We believe we're offering just about 


everything a public school offers to chil- 
dren," Topper said. "Some people felt 
because we're «T Catholic school we 
would not offer a gym program or a music 
program or that we'd be lacking in sci- 
ence. We are very happy with our pro- 
grams in these areas and we do have 
them. 


"OTHER PEOPLE said because we 


were Catholic we wouldn't have extra- 


curricular programs," he continued. "We 
have an excellent elective 
program 


which includes arts, crafts, sewing, typ- 
ing and many other courses." 


Topper said St. Joseph the Worker stu- 


dents scored above the national norm in 
standardized academic tests. 


"We may not have the gym facilities 


that some of the public schools have but 
we feel our program is adequate," he 
said. 


"I have always been a flnn believer 


that more important than carpeting and 
air conditioning is the fact that you have 
good teachers and learning is going on at 
the school." 


TOPPER SAID many people also 


thought that teachers in Catholic school 
arc not qualified. "Our teachers must be 
certified by the state — all hold de- 
grees," he said. Topper holds two mas- 
ter's degrees — one in administration. . 


One of the questions asked in the sur- 


vey was if parents had ever withdrawn a 
child from St. Joseph and why. "Most of 
it took place about six years ago when 
people feared that the school was going 
to close. Those were the big scare years 
and a lot of people were scared off," 
Topper said. 


The "scare" grew out of financial

teer firefighters to a call in tho event tho 


department's regular communications 
equipment breaks down. 


THE SIRENS will bo audible through- 


out the village, Soucy said, adding that 
only somo small sections near the Buf- 
falo Grove golf course and the Arlington 
Country Club would not absorb tho full 
pitch. 


Plans call for ono siren to be at the 


park district's Raupp Memorial slto on 
Dunham Lane while another will be at 
the southern tip of the White Pine Ditch 
just west of White Pine Road. A third 
siren will be on Harvard Lane near Lake 
Boulevard In the Cambridge subdivision. 


Tho village's old siren atop the park 


district building that once housed the fire 
department will remain In service as a 
fourth warning siren, Soucy said. 


The system will be tested onco a 


month, probably In accordance with Chi- 
cago-area testing schedules when sirens 
aro blown at 10:30 a.m. the first Tuesday 
of each month. 


When a tornado is sighted, the system 


will bo activated In the police depart- 
ment upon receipt of a teletype message 
from tho state police. 


Civil Defense officials have said police 


deportment controls over activation 
would minimize tho possibility the sirens 
would become a noise nuisance if they 
were blown whenever severe weather is 
reported.

For federal development funds 
Updating city plan may 
be 6top priority' project 


Updating the city's comprehensive 


plan may become a top priority use for 
community development funds, accord- 
Ing to a consensus of members of the 
DCS Plaines Community Development 
Task Force. 


The group met Thursday night to re- 


view suggestions presented Monday at a 
public hearing on how residents feel fed- 
eral community development act funds 
should bo spent. 


Ira Brubackcr, chairman of the envi- 


ronmental control commission, said the 
most Important use tho city could make 
of the $139,000 it could receive in first- 
year funding under the federal program 
is to design and adopt a comprehensive 
plan. 


IN 1071. HIE CITY commissioned the 


planning firm of Rolf Campbell and As- 
sociates to prepare a comprehensive 
plan. But the docunent was never 


adopted by the city council. 


Michael Richardson, city director of 


planning and zoning, said preparation of 
o comprehensive plan could take up to 
three years because figures used in the 
1071 study have become outdated.

Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. 111. 
Rtc. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "Wo were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigaret and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of. 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the,laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device.within the tank was 
apparently not uorking, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degree temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53.

Trustees blast

FAA overlooking

air safety need 


In a few weeks the pilot of your 


airplane leaving O'Hare may re- 
fuse to toko you into the friendly 
skies. 


In fact, pilots all over the coun- 


try as of Feb. 1 may find them- 
selves deciding whether to take 
their jobs into the air or refuse to 
fly them because of dangerous car- 
gos in the hold. 


It's all part of an organized at- 


tempt by members of the Air Line 
Pilots Assn. to call attention to a 
little known fact of commercial air 
travel. 


The way the pilots tell it, many 


domestic flights have potentially 
lethal cargo tucked on board — 
things such as explosives, flam- 
mnblcs, acids and other substances 
listed as dangerous material by the 
U.S. Dcpt. of Transportation. 


These materials routinely travel 


by air in the cargo compartments 
of passenger flights, and the pilots 
want the practice to end. 


It U hard to argue with them, for 


just as no one would want to board 
an airplane with explosives in the 
passenger compartment, the same 


is true for undisclosed explosives 
in the cargo section. 


The pilots are correct in asking 


that anything on the Dept. of 
Transportation's list of dangerous 
material should be flown only by 
cargo jet. 


But surely the wider issue hcre'is 


air safety as a whole and the rules 
by which pilots are asked to take 
passengers aloft.' 


It seems strange that it should 


take a pilots' association to bring 
up this matter and to propose their 
own embargo on dangerous cargo. 
It is the job of the Federal Aviation 
Administration to guard us against 
these unseen dangers and the ques- 
tion is, where have they been all 
these years? 


Indeed, the FAA should be in- 


stituting all sorts of tougher mea- 
sures controlling the cc . terclai 
air traffic. The chilling revelations 
of pilot error in recent crashes on 
the East Coast, the recent embar- 
r a s s m c n t concerning a faulty 
hatch on the DC-10 and other in- 
cidents all speak ill of the federal 
agency charged with regulating air 
travel.

Mugalian effort to abolish 
scholarship is criticized 


In the Dec. 26 issue, the Herald report- 


ed that State Rep. Richard Mugalian had 
filed a bill which would abolish the cur- 
rent scholarship program administered 
and awarded by s{ate legislators. Mr. 
Mugalian, like many politicians, is over- 
reacting to a problem and grabbing cen- 
ter stage as a result of disclosures that 
certain legislators in the past have mis- 
used the program. Before we hastily end 
the program we should consider what it 
has done for students in the past, what it 
can do if continued and possible reforms 
in the current system. 


The disclosure of abuse in the first 


place centered around a small fraction of 
the legislature. On the other hand — over 
1,788 students received financial backing 
last year in state schools. The cost of the 
program was over $730,000 during the 
last year. This is tax money well spent. 
The state scholarship commission has 
outlined financial restrictions which fur- 
ther the situation where only the rich 
and the poor can afford college tuition. 
The middle class is again left out in the 
cold, even though they contribute the 
most tax money. 


In the future this program could return 


the word scholarship to its original 
meaning of a grant to a scholar. Grants 
and' loans have not been on the merit 
system but on financial need. With col- 
lege costs on the increase, this program 
could benefit real scholars. 


There are several reform measures 


that could Improve the program without 
carelessly eliminating the program as 
Mr. Mugalian so unwisely proposed. To 
eliminate political abuse, a citizens' pan- 


el could be established by each legislator 
to screen and interview candidates each 
year. A mandatory disclosure of the 
deadline dates, and the winners and the 
amount awarded would have to be re- 
leased to the general news media. A full 
review of the program would be in order 
to suggest other improvements — but by 
no means should the program be totally 
eliminated. 


Mr. Mugalian would do well to think 


before overreacting to public disclosures 
in the future.

Congress ducks 
spy abuse issue

The only hope of finding out whether 


the Central Intelligence Agency spied on 
American dissenters, and how much, lies 
with Congress. 


That isn't very much of a hope. 
Congress occasionally gets all stirred 


up over some misadventure by the U. S. 
intelligence community, beats the drums 
loudly in protest and then goes back to 
normal. 


Normal for Congress is to see, hear 


and speak as little as possible about the 
dirty business of spying, foreign or do- 
mestic variety. 


AN EXAMPLE OF how difficult it is to 


stir Congress to act in the intelligence 
field came recently when the Depart- 
ment of Justice revealed some extra- 
curricular activities under former FBI 
chief J. Edgar Hoover against so-called 
leftist groups. 


The activities included spreading lies 


about the organizations and planting 
agents to provoke incidents — activities 
which Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe said Americans generally would 
frown upon. 


Congress made no real move to get the 


full story. It remained for some report- 
ers to try to get the details by using the 
Freedom of Information Act. 


Congress accepts, without checking, 


assurances that the activities are no 
longer going on. The best safeguard that 
it won't happen again would be to put the 
full story on the record and government 
agencies on notice that it won't be toler- 
ated. 


TO GUARD AGAINST just such In- 


cidents, Sen. Howard Baker, R-Tenn, 
has been pushing for a special, joint 
committee to serve as a continuous 
watchdog over all the intelligence activi- 
ties of the U. S. government. 


Baker says Congress legislates in the 


field from ignorance. He points out that 
most members had to find out about the 
CIA efforts to undermine the socialist 
government In Chile by reading of it in 
the newspapers. Again and again, he 
says, members of Congress have shown 
themselves to be short in knowledge of 
what's being done In the name of the 
United States. 


Baker is convinced that the full story 


of CIA involvement in Watergate will

never be known. The CIA, at one point, 
refused to furnish information to the Wa- 
tergate investigation, saying it was ac- 
countable only to the so-called oversight 
committees. 


Those oversight committees are parts 


of the armed services committees and 
the appropriations committees, made up 
of members mostly sympathetic to the 
viewpoint of the intelligence community. 


IN A RECENT Inteview, Baker said 


that in the past year, the Senate's In- 
telligence Oversight Committee 
had 


met twice. He politely explained that 
committee members were busy n ith oth- 
er chores. The more reasonable ex- 
planation is that they just weren't inter- 
ested in learning about what the law-mak- 
ers consider dirty, necessary work. 


Baker's proposed watchdog committee 


would operate separate from other 
groups. To safeguard against committee 
members getting too close to the 
agencies they are supposed to supervise, 
Baker would provide for complete turn- 
over in committee makeup every couple 
of years. 


Baker's chances of getting his proposal 


accepted and open up the Intelligence 
services at least to Congress are not con- 
sidered very good. (UPI)

The lighter side: synthetic gold fever 
Alchemy is cure-all for economic distress

Now that private ownership of gold has 


become legal again, U may go a long 
way toward relieving this country's eco- 
nomic distress. 


The buying and selling of gold Itself 


likely will have little economic impact. 
But the potential splnoffs from gold trad- 
ing could bo highly potent 


Foremost among the prospective side 


benefits is the possible revival of alche- 
my, the ondent profession dedicated to 
transmuting base metals Into gold. 


Alchemy all but died out In the 17th 


Century, owing to the rise of chemistry, 
a profession dedicated to traaimutlng 


coal dust Into drip dry shirts. 


Chemistry undoubtedly has produced 


technological marvels. But economically 
it has been a disaster. 


Those non-wrinkle garments that 


chemists synthesize by rearranging the 
molecules of anti-freezo were playing 
havoc with the dry cleaning business 
long before the current recession began. 


Not to mention what the development 


of synthetic wool did to the shepherd's 
crook manufacturing Industry. 


Moreover, In the light of the energy 


crisis wo can now see that transforming 
coal Into drip dry shirts was a mistake. 
Wo would be better off transforming 
chemical shirts into fuel. 


Some economists believe bringing back 


the wrinkle would restore prosperity. But 
it probably is too late for chemistry to 
change directions. 


Additionally, society has learned to 


livevwlthout wrinkles. A readjustment of 
that magnitude at this particular time 
would be traumatic. 


So alchemy is the answer. 
During the 40-year period that private 


citizens were forbidden to own gold there 
wasn't much Incentive to make the stuff 
out of lead or whatever. 


But with the resumption of trading, 


here's a fortune to be made by whoever 
hits oo the right formula. Which we Will 
hope doesn't happen. 


Purely from 'an economic standpoint, 


the beauty of alchemy has been that it 


didn't produce anything. In roughly 1,700 
years of diligent experimentation with 
various combinations of fire, air, water 
and earth, alchemists never created so 
much as a particle of gold. 


Thus they contributed nothing to in- 


flation. Yet they provided good steady 
jobs for thousands of deserving work- 
men. 


At this point it appears the U.S. econo- 


my would greatly benefit from an enter- 
prise of that sort. The trick is to keep it 
unproductive. 


Had one of the ancient Egyptian, 


Greek or Roman alchemists hit upon 
drip dry shirts, western civilization 
might have collapsed long ago.

SUP misses petition-filing

Schaumburg United Party has missed 


one deadline for filing petitions for the 
April village election but has a chance to 
correct the error and get its candidates' 
names placed on.the ballot. 


Village Clerk Sandy Cnrscllo said she 


learned Thursday from the Illinois Board 
of Elections that SUP Is considered on 
"established" political party and should 
have filed nominating petitions by the 
Dec. 28 deadline. An incumbent, Mrs. 
Carsetlo Is.seeking her fourth term on 
the SUP ticket. 


"I am extremely upset at the position 


this places mo in," Mrs. Cnrscllo said, 
explaining thnt two inquiries made of the 
elections board in early December in- 
dicated SUP should file during the Jan. 6 
to Feb. 10 period in which independent 
candidates and local parties are required 
to submit petitions. 


"These were authoritative and expert 


opinions. I didn't make the decision arbi- 
trarily," she said. 


MICHAEL LAVELLE, director of the 


state elections board, confirmed Thurs- 
day that SUP Is on established party and 
accepted partial blame for the filing er- 
ror. Lavello sold Mrs. Canello spoke to

two elections board coordinators during 
a time when he and other election de- 
partment officials were in Springfield. 


"Either they gave her incorrect Infor- 


mation or there was a lack of commu- 
nications," Lavclle said. He explained 
that SUP became an established party 
two years ago when It polled more than 5 
per cent of the total vote case in the 1973 
municipal election. 


"Once a political party becomes estab- 


lished It must comply with the primary 
law," Lavclle added. 


LAVELLE SAID he suggested SUP 


wait until after the primary date and 
then call a meeting of the party's man- 
aging committee, whose members can 
appoint candidates for all village open- 
Ings in the April 15 election. 


SUP's managing committee then cer- 


tifies to the village clerk that these can- 
didates arc its nominees and names will 
be legally placed on the ballot, Lavelle 
said. 


He said the only alternative would be 


for SUP to change its name and file under 
new party provisions. The fact that SUP 
held a convention is immaterial, Lavelle 
said, because the law doesn't provide for 
it. 


"A political party is a private entity 


and SUP, I believe, felt it was following 
the statute," Lavello said. 


Mrs. Corsello said it is likely that the 


party will follow Lavelle's recommenda- 
tion concerning the nomination of candi- 
dates.

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. 111. 
Rte. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigaret and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas Into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


' 20-degree temperature, built up to dan- 


gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory and Chcmtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
based national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Heeler, manager of the laun- 


dry, sold that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean, a bottled-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank Into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m.

Utility tax rate 
on phone bills 
to go up by 5%

The utility tax rate Hoffman Estates 


residents will pay on telephone bills be- 
ginning this month will be 5.61 per cent, 
Illinois Bell Telephone .Co. has an- 
nounced. 


The rate will include 5 per cent to be 


collected for the village and on addition- 
al .61 per cent to cover accounting costs 
for the company and taxes levied by the 
state against the company. 


An earlier estimate that the tax would 


total about B per cent incorrectly added 
the state message tax rate to the esti- 
mated new municipal tax rate. 


The total municipal rate which will ap- 


pear on gas and electric bills will be 5.7 
per cent, with the additional fraction 
above 5 per cent to go to the utilities for 
accounting expenses and taxes. 


The tax will amount to about $1.12 on a 


$20 telephone bill, $1.43 on a $25 electric 
bill and about $2.86 on a $50 gas bill. 


THE UTILITY TAX was authorized by 


the village to raise money for the esti- 
mated $150,000 deficit In the fire depart- 
ment budget. The 5 per cent levy techni- 
cally is a tax against the utlity com- 
panies, but the state permits the com- 
panies to pass the charge onto its cus- 
tomers. 


Because the charge is passed on, it be- 


comes subject to taxing by the state and 


federal governments, a Bell spokesman 
said. 


The legality of the taxing procedure

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gailon storage tank. 111. 
Rte. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown, 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigarct and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 
' THE TRAILER PARK at the race 
track is only'50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race truck property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of 


Environmental Control- arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degrce temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory and Cherntrcc, a Washington, D.C.- 
based national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight tho fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over tlie 
white gas. 


Lincoln Keelcr, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
, out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean, a bottled-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


Installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located in Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dept., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction.

Any registered voter con be a candi-

ACLU drops suit against Elk Grove 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


Thursday

crimination suit filed against Elk Grove 
Village on behalf of a man denied a job 
as a village fireman because of a teen- 
ago homosexual experience.

Race track management

The president of Modiwn Square Gar- 


den Corp. Thursday said ho Is studying 
the feasibility of building a major sports 
stadium at Arlington Purk Hacc Track, 
and will suspend, at leait temporarily, 
plans (or a 5,000-unlt residential devel-

The Chicago Bean football team would 


be a principal user of the sports stadium, 
if built, said Alan Cohen, president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp, which 
owns Arlington Pork 


George Hnlas Jr. said In Chicago that 


the Bears management has a "definite 
interest in Arlington Park as one of sev- 
eral places we're looking at for a new 
stadium " 


Cohen said he lias talked to Bears own- 


er George Hnlas Sr.. about u facility at 
Arlington Park. "Hulas said he uas in- 
terested and that It was not a location he 
would rule out." Cohen said. 


MADISON SQUAIIK Garden officials 


are now studying the economic feasibil- 
ity of a sports stadium. 


"If we can satisfy ourselves as to the 


feasibility, we'll get the Bears involved 
and the village (of Arlington Heights) in- 
volved." Cohen said. 


Speculation about a sports arena at Ar- 


lington Park Is not new. In 1070, the se- 
nior Hulas, former Village Pros.

by the Bears But the Idea went nowhere 


One of the reasons a stadium Is now 


under consideration is the critical reac- 
tion of Arlington Heights officials to 
Madison Square Garden's plan for an all- 
residential, high-rise development on 190 
acres of race track property, Cohen said. 


"We have a desire to do something oth- 


er than just residential (building) follow- 
ing the hearings out there," Cohen sold. 


TUB ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board last November adopted the recom- 
mendation of a special committee not to 
permit any variations from the village's 
ordinance on apartment development 
density in connection with tho race 
track's housing plan. 


To meet tho village's density rcquiie- 


mcnts, the Richards Group of Illinois, 
hired by Madison Square Garden to plan 
the development, would have to cut Its 
housing project from 5,000 units to a 
maximum of some 3,000 units. 


"I've asked the Richards Group not to 


do anything further with the residential 
plan until wo decide whether the stadium 
idea has any feasibility," Cohen said. 


He said he had not talked to village 


officials to get their reaction to a sports 
stadium at the race track, and he said It 
was "premature" to speculate whether 


the stadium might be municipally fi- 
nanced. 


"Obviously in one way or another, the 


village would have to be involved," 
Cohen said. 


IF BUILT. THE stadium probably 


would be located cither on a part of the 
190 acres between the Arlington Park 
Hilton Hotel and the race track, or near 
the race track's parking lot, Cohen said 
There arc no plans to modify or demolish 
tho race track itself for a stadium, he 
said. "On the contrary, we hope to con- 
tinue to improve the race track."

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-galIon storage tank. III. 
Rlc S3 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigaret and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track Is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 
, Inspectors from the County Dcpt. of 
' Environmental Control arrived at the 


bccne at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degrce temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory and Chemtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
based national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Keeler, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntcan, a bottled-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located in Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dcpt., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction

Gardner was rejected by the commis- 


sion in July because of alleged past em- 
ployment instability and a homosexual 
experience nine years ago, the commis- 
sion said in a statement several months 
ago. Gardner had admitted to a single 
teen-aged honosexual experience during 
a pro-employment polygraph test. 


Gardner, the father of two children, 


could not be reached for comment Thurs- 
day night. 


In Its suit the.ACLU had alleged that 


the refusal to hire Gardner on the basis 
of his isolated homosexual encounter was 
"constitutionally Impermissible" In that 
It violated tho due process and equal pro- 
tection clauses of the 14th Amendment.

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. III. 
Rto. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigaret and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
and the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves a nearby laundry 
on the race track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned to work and residents re- 
turned tolhelr homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dept. of 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degrce temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


'Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonnc National Labora- 
tory and Chemtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
based national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Kceler, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean, a bottled-gas com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located In Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dept., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction. 


L a t e Thursday, Rolling Meadows 


Building Dept. officials issued a citation 
to Madison Square Garden Inc. for fail- 
ure to obtain a permit for the gas tank. 
The notice will prohibit repairs of the 
leaky valve until permits are obtained, 
city officials said.

Landscaped walkways, bolter access to 


shops and Improved parking facilities 
would bo among the benefits of a propos- 
al to turn downtown Mount Prospect Into 
two malls. 


The concept, prepared by consultants 


Barton-Aschmon Associates Inc., Chi- 
cago, has won apparent acceptance from 
the downtown commission. The com- 
misssion, charged with developing a plan 
for revitalizing the central business dis- 
trict, Is examining various ways of put- 
ting tho concept to use. 


Under the consultants' proposal, Main 


Street serves as a natural barrier be- 
tween two sections of tho downtown area. 
Instead of trying to reroute tho traffic to 
another area, Barton-Aschman said It 
would bo more practical and less ex- 
pensive to work with two separate areas. 


STUDIES OK THE downtown area 


show that while there is en adequate 
amount of parking space, most parking 
lota are small and have limited access. 
Barton-Ashman said that better access to 
parking through larger, shared lots 
would moko It easier for shoppers to use 
the downtown area. 


In addition, the consultants recom- 


mended that stores in the downtown area 
become more unified by jointly setting 
hours of operation. This would make it 
more convenient for tho shopper to make 
use of several stores In tho area on one 
shopping trip. 


To provide more parking and to unify 


tho downtown area, Barton-Aschman has 
recommended closing streets to traffic, 
thus creating mall areas. Tho existing 
streets might bo used to got shoppers 
Into tho business district, although 
through traffic would not be allowed. 
This would allow pedestrians greater 
freedom in walking from building to 
building. 


BECAUSE THE AIIEA cast of Main 


Street is primarily governmental and 
business buildings, tho downtown com- 
mission is considering creation of a gov- 
ernmental-service moll.

Race track management 
weighs new stadium plan

The president of Madison Square Gar- 


den Corp. Thursday said he Is studying 
the feasibility of building a major sports 
stadium at Arlington Park Race Track, 
and will suspend, at least temporarily, 
plans for a 5,000-unlt residential devel- 
opment at tho track. 


The Chicago Dears football team would 


be a principal user of the sports stadium. 
If built, said Alan Cohen, president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp., which 
owns Arlington Park. 


George Halas Jr. said In Chicago that 


the Bears management has a "definite 
interest in Arlington Park as one of sev- 
eral places we're looking at for a new 
stadium." 


Cohen said he has talked to Bears own- 


er George llalos Sr., about a facility at 
Arlington Park. "Halas said he was In- 
terested and that it was not n location he 
would rule out." Cohen said. 


.MADISON SQl'AltK Garden officials 


are now studying the economic feasibil- 
ity of a sports stadium. 


"It we can satisfy ourselves as to the 


feasibility, we'll get tho Bears Involved 
and the village (of Arlington Heights) In- 
volved," Cohen said. 


Speculation about a sports arena at Ar- 


lington Park Is not new. In 1070. tho se- 
nior Halas, former Village Pros. Jack 
Walsh and tho late Philip Levin, former 


head of Arlington Park, toured the race 
track with an eye to converting it for use 
by the Bears. But tho Idea went nowhere. 


One of the reasons a stadium Is now 


under consideration Is the critical reac- 
tion of Arlington Heights officials to 
Madison Square Garden's plan for an all- 
residential, high-rise development on 190 
acres of race track property, Cohen said. 


"We have a desire to do something oth- 


er than just residential (building) follow- 
ing Uic hearings out there," Cohen said. 


TDK ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board last November adopted the recom- 
mendation of a special committee not to 
permit any variations from the village's 
ordinance on apartment development 
density in connection with the race 
track's housing plan. 


To meet the village's density require- 


ments, the Richards Group of Illinois, 
hired by Madison Square Garden to plan 
the development, would have to cut its 
housing project from 5,000 units to a 
maximum of some 3,000 units. 


"I've asked the Richards Group not to 


do anything further with the residential 
plan until we decide whether the stadium 
Idea has any feasibility," Cohen said. 


He said he had not talked to village 


officials to get their reaction to a sports 
stadium at the race track, and he said it 
was "premature" to speculate whether 


the stadium might be municipally fi- 
nanced. 


"Obviously In one way or another, the 


village would have to be involved," 
Cohen said. 


IF BUILT, THE stadium probably 


would be located cither on a part of the 
190 acres between the Arlington Park 
Hilton Hotel and the race track, or near 
the race track's parking lot, Cohen said. 
There are no plans to modify or demolish 
the race track itself for a stadium, he 
said. "On the contrary, we hope to con- 
tinue to improve the race track." 


The younger Halas predicted the Bears 


would have "only a positive effect on the 
community" if the team was to play at 
Arlington Park. He said the race track's 
two advantages were available land and 
ample parking. 


"The whole Northwest corridor Is an 


extremely vibrant area. The population 
growth is there, and there are tens of 
thousands of people who have never had 
the opportunity to purchase Bear tick- 
ets," he said. 


THE CHICAGO BEARS have signed a 


lease with the Chicago Park District to 
play their 1975 games In Soldier Field, 
with an option to renew that lease for the 
1976 season, Halas said. But the team's 
owners say they are not happy with the

A propane gas leak, which poured 


thousands of gallons of explosive gas 
across the northern end of Arlington 
Park Race Track, forced the evacuation 
Thursday of a dozen families from their 
trailer homes and 18 employes from a 
nearby laundry. 


Firemen poured tons of water on the 


cloud of gas escaping in a steady stream 
from a 10,000-gallon storage tank. HI. 
Rte. 53 between Euclid Avenue and 
Northwest Highway was closed to traffic 
because the fumes were being blown 
across the road. "We were afraid some- 
one would drop a cigarel and blow the 
place up," a Palatine policeman rerout- 
ing the snarled traffic said. 


•At noon, about four hours after the 


leak was discovered, a huge tanker 
truck was brought in to drain the tank 
nnd the leak was capped. There was no 
damage and no injuries, police said. 


THE TRAILER PARK at the race 


track is only 50 yards from the propane 
gas tank, which serves n nearby laundry 
on the rncc track property. Laundry em- 
ployes returned (o work and residents re- 
turned to their homes later in the day. 


Inspectors from the County Dcpt. of 


Environmental Control arrived at the 
scene at 11 a.m. 


A ticket was issued to Madison Square 


Garden Inc., owner of the laundry, for 
"emission of gas into the atmosphere." 


Rolling Meadows fire officials said the 


leak was caused by a cracked pipe in the 
above-ground propane storage tank. A 
safety shutoff device within the tank was 
apparently not working, they said. 


THE PROPANE fumes, visible in the 


20-degree temperature, built up to dan- 
gerous levels near the tank and spread 
across Rte. 53. 


Rolling Meadows firemen contacted of- 


ficials at the Argonnc National Labora- 
tory and Chemtrec, a Washington, D.C.- 
bascd national agency which deals with 
chemical emergencies, to determine how 
to fight the fumes. Later a continuous 
stream of water was poured over the 
white gas. 


Lincoln Kcelcr, manager of the laun- 


dry, said that a maintenance man dis- 
covered the gas leak after a boiler went 
out at 8:22 a.m. 


Harold Muntean. a bottled-gos com- 


pany worker, then opened valves to drain 
pressure from the tank and called in a 
tanker truck to collect the remaining 
gas. 


IT ARRIVED AT noon and a hose was 


installed to transfer the gas from the 
leaking tank into the larger tanker. 
Pumping operations were completed at 
about 1:30 p.m. 


The sliver of property at the race track 


is located in Rolling Meadows. The call 
first went to the Arlington Heights Fire 
Dcpt., which notified the Rolling Mead- 
ows department that the land was within 
Rolling Meadows' jurisdiction. 


Late Thursday, Rolling Meadows 


Building Dept. officials Issued a citation 
to Madison Square Garden Inc. for fail- 
ure to obtain a permit for the gas tank. 
The notice will prohibit repairs of the 
leaky valve until permits are obtained, 
city officials said.

Palatine officials will meet with area 


legislators soon to seek the lawmakers' 
support for the reinstatement of funds for 
improvements on Northwest Highway. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones said he 


hoped a meeting could be held this 
month. 


"I am not very optimistic anything 


can be done. I think the decision has 
been made," Jones said. He added the 
village was entitled to some kind of ex- 
planation on what happcnd to the funds. 


The Illinois Dept. of Transportation 


had planned a major improvement proj- 
ect for Northwest Highway from Baldwin 
Road near Inverness to Hicks Road by 
the Palatine Plaza for this year. Tho 
project was to include widening the road 
to four 12-foot lanes with a median and 
extensive drainage work. 


The plans now call for only the resur- 


facing of a three-mile stretch of North- 
west Highway from Baldwin Road near 
Inverness to Elmwood Drive. 


"WHEN WE REVIEWED our fiscal 


funding picture, we found we just didn't 
have the money to do the major Im- 
provements as quickly as they were 
needed," said James Pitts, program de- 
velopment manager of the state's high- 
way division. 


"Wo are taking tho money we do have 


and stretching it as far as we can. The 
ultimate Improvements have simply been 
delayed," Pitts said. 


Pitts said the estimates on the im- 


provements the state initially planned 
were $3 million, but only $825,000 is 
available. 


Major resurfacing to last at least five 


years until state funds are available arc 
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planned for the stretch from Baldwin to 
Hicks roads. Only minimal resurfacing 
"to give the road a riding surface" is 
planned from Hicks to Elmwood. This 
stretch, where Northwest Highway and 
Hicks Road merge, is expected to be 
widened to six lanes with extensive 
drainage within five years. 


The design study for the widening to 


six lanes has been completed by the 
state and is awaiting federal approval, 
Pitts said. He said once the Northwest 
Municipal Conference of Mayors gives it 
priority for Federal Aid Urban Systems 
funding the state wilt be ready to lot a 
contract. Under FAUS funding the Fed- 
eral government pays 70 per cent of the 
cost and the village 30 per cent. 


FAUS funds already have been allotted 


for major improvements on Hicks Road 
from Baldwin to Rand roads. The engi- 
neering is completed and the state is 
waiting federal clearance for the project 
before it lets a contract. The six-lane 
stretch through Palatine's business area 
would be the second phase of the Hicks 
Road improvement project. 


A third phase of the Hicks project ex- 


tends from Northwest Highway to Euclid 
Avenue, but this still is several years 
away. 


"The 
whole of Northwest Highway 


needs to be redone from Countryside 
( a p a r t m e n t complex) to Rohlwing 
Road," said Trustee Robert J. Guss .Ir. 
"Tliis is a major east-west state high- 
way. We can't stand by and have nothing 
happen to it. 


"The position I take is the people who 


scream the loudest arc going to get the, 
most," Guss added. 


Jones said he couldn't believe the state 


was $2.2 million off on its estimates of 
the cost of improvements and asked 
what happened to the funds originally 
planned for Palatine. 
• "We send more money to Washington 
and Springfield than any- other area in 
the state and it's time we got something 
for our money," Jones said. He said the 
Improvements 
on Northwest Highway 


and Hicks Road had been talked about 
since 1967 and it is "not enough to say 
we ran out of money." 
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
